SPORTS come from Colombia that congress has pass- 


ed a law authorizing the President to conclude a 


canal treaty with the United States under certain condi- 
. tlons 
It is not stated what the conditions are. The Col- 


^ombian minister, while he has no information on the sub- 


ject believes the conditions are not those on which the 
congress recently insisted. The uhole thing may be, and 
looks to be, for the purposes of delay. The treaty had once 
been arranged and doubtless would have been ratified by 
the Colombian congress had not other interests Inteifered 
to prevent it. Under the terms of the Spooner act the pres- 
ident of the United States is required to take up negotia- 
tions with Nicaragua unless he makes terms with Colombia 
within a reasonable time. 
The "reasonable time" might 


seem to have expiied %vith the failure to ratify the original 
treaty when new demands were imposed by Colombia. 
This new report leaves it optional with the president to 
-delay for two years any definite action m the matter. 


COMMISSIONER WARE'S private secretaiy sees no 


prospect of a material reduction in pension payments for 
years to come. "Back pensions," he says, "make up what 
is lost by deaths." The commissioner estimates that there 
are at present 200,000 Union soldiers who have not applied 
for pensions, but these men are rapidly making applica- 
tions, and It is estimated that at the' end of five years 
the number wil have been reduced to 60,000, and that at the 
end of ten years it will cease to be an appreciable factor. 
Trie end of the decade should see a rapid decrease in total 
payments unless new legi'slation is enacted.

to have the JTloriston paper mill cease 
dumping its chemical refuse into the 
IVuckee river would be interested in 
the fight now going on between pulp 
and paper mills on Lake Charnplain 
and the residents along its shores. 


The mills- there are similar to the 


one at Floriston! 
One of 
the large 


ones is said 
to empty over 200,000 


gallons of refuse per day Into 
the 


lake. 


The result has been first that great 


quantities'o£ fiKh have been killed and 
are washed on shore, while the rocks 
In the vicinity are being coated with 
lime and slime. The city of Burlihg- 
ton, which obtains its water 
supply 


from the lake is suffering from 
the 


Impurities introduced and is protest- 
ing in the courts and 
in 
the 'legis- 


lature. 
The mills have 
never 
been 


able to show that they could not easily 
avoid this pollution, and the Supreme 
Court will be asked to enjoin them 
from 
committing 
further 
nuisance. 


This -will undoubtedly result in the 
temporary closing down of the mills, 


_ but will present a^valuable lesson for 
the mill owners. 
It was Chief Justice 


Brewer who said: 
"Stop the destruc- 


tion of fish by emptying of poisonous 
drugs from the mills into our lakes and 
streams. 
An acre of water Is worth 


as much as an acre of land for pro- 
duction, but it must be cultivated as 
must the land." 


The people of Reno, however, have 


another, interest apart from 
the de- 


struction of fish, although that Itself 
should be sufficient. It may be argued 
that the lime and small percentages 
of sulphuric acicl are splendid medical 
remedies and not injurious. However 
the last 
claim 
may be, no citizen 


wishes to think that every time 
he 


drinks a glass of water he is consum- 
ing even an Infinitesimal quantity of 
drugs. 
The preservation of the purity 


of our streams and lakes is of moie 
importance to the community, by far, 
than the maintenance of a fe.w paper 
mills. 
In this and all 
other cases 


noted, however, the mill owners will 
be put to no unreasonable expense for 
the establishment of a system of tak- 
ing care oC their lefuso chemicals, 
without forcing them upon all users of 
the Truckee river or other water bod- 
ies.—Carson News.

Great Military Maneuvers 


to be Conducted at Ft. Riley 


Special to The Journal! 


FORT RILEY, Kas., Oct. 16.—Be- 


ginning- today' and continuing until 
October 27 the army reservation here 
is to be the scene of the greatest mili- 
tary maneuvers ever conducted in the 
United States. 
The success of 
the 


maneuvers held here last fall Inspired 
the war department to lay the plans 
this year on a much larger scale". The 
movements of the troops will extend 
over an area of 225 square miles, in- 
stead of being limited 
to. nineteen 


square miles, as they were a year 
ago, and the number of troops has 
been doubled. 


The game will 
be largely one -of 


strategy. All the arms of the service 
will take part in it. The artillery will 
be represented' by nine light batteries 
—the largest and strongest force of 
field artillery that has been brought 
together in this country since the civil 
war—with Major • William H. 
Coffin 


in command. There will-be a brigade 


of cavalry, uacler Gen. C. C. C. Carr, 
and brigades of infantry commanded 
by Brigadier Generals Fred D. Grant, 
J. Franklin Bell and Thomas H. Berry. 
In command of all the operations Is 
Major General John C. Bates. ' 


Ohe of the most important,not to say 


picturesque, features of the war game 
will be an attack upon < a convoy of 
food supplies. 
A supply train, com- 


posed as it is of a string of loaded 
wagons miles in length, is obviously 
vulnerable to assault and correspond- 
ingly difficult to defend. The problem 
is to fetch it through, in order that the 
victuals in question may not go to re- 
cruit the larder of the foe.

the several arms an opportunity for 
observing the evolutions and capabili- 
ties of the other arms,

artillery are doing and the artilleiy 
\vill get a more definite notion of the 
sort of co-operation which may be ex- 
pected from the infantry and cavalry. 
The value of this is obvious. Of course, 
the engineers will have their own im- 
portant part to play in the operations, 
constructing 
pontoon 
bridges 
and 


throwing up earthworks, while the sig- 
nal corps, with telegraphs, telephones 
and a balloon, will attend to the busi- 
ness of conveying intelligence.
